|a!ctcd considering the severe drenching it under- 
went yesterday, when a severe storm raged in this 
locality. Ex|H‘ctiiig that the track woiiid la- at its 
worst, niany owners hastened to witlnlraw their en- 
tries, whieli resuited in small tlelds throughout the 
afteriKHin. Tlie racing was in the miiin enjoyable, 
and as favorites accounted for most of th<“ purst s, 
tile major portion of the siK>etators eoinhined protil 
with pleasure. 

The greatest disap|Hdntmeiit during tlie afteriKHUi 
was Sir fleges. A gigantic plunge was instituted 
on liim near tlie close of the Imttiiig for the sixth 
r.ns‘, which sent his jirice tumhiing raiddly and that 
alsnit Sager, the logical favorite, rose beyond expec- 
tations. Sir Cleges started out as if to spreadeagle 
his opiHisition and at one imriod enjoyed a lead of 
ten lengllis.

INTERCSTIMG AFTCRMATI1 OF THE KENTUCKY STATE RACING 
COMMISSION’S MEETING 



Lexingloii. Ky.. March 2.‘>. — .\s an afterinath of 
thi> Kentucky .State Itacin.g Commission's inetding 
of Salurilay. it is related that Messrs. G<s>rge J. 
Ising and .lohnson N. Camden took the ground that 
no license should be granted to the IKmghis Dark 
JiH-ke.v Clidt. while Col. Milton Young and .Major 
Daingerlhdd held tin- opposit<> view, 'fhe argument 
over the tp.estion <x>vor«xi more than two hours. Tile 
altitude of .Messrs, lamg and Camden appears to 
have la*en taken as an outgrowth of tlie action of 
the Ihiuglas Dark Jockey Club against tlie commis- 
sion in D.MK!. the first year of the existence of the 
governing bialy. 

Ill that .year Hie Douglas Dark Club, witli its 
track but recently acquired and tlien in a state of 
unnrepaivdiiess. made application for thirty-two 
ilays, extending from Ma.v 12 to Juue lo. The 
commission refustnl the application on the gnaind 
that the dates asked for liad previously lieen as- 
signed to the New Louisville Jimkey Club and the 
l.atonia Jockey Club and it was the provinee of the 
commission to liavc no lamflict in dates. The Doug- 
las Dark Jm-ke.v ('lull lllixl suit in the Fiiited States 
Distriet Court at Louisville praying for an injunction 
against the ixnnniissioii and testing the (xinstiiution- 
iility of the act under which it was created. This 
court decided adversely to the commission and an 
apiMNil was taken to the I'nitixl Stales Court of 
.Vppeals at Ciiicimiati. wlieix*. on October 2. liHKt. 
an opinion sustaining the coniiiiissioii and holding 
the act to be constitutional was given by Judge .V. 
M. J. Cochran, with Judges Lurton and Severens 
sitting. 

Deiidiiig this decision there were eigliteen days' 
racing at Douglas Dark in S«-pteiiilier. BMki. nie 
following .March the New l/oiiisville Jia-key Cluh and 
the Douglas Dark Jockey Club were put into a liold- 
ing company for five years, the time expiring on the 
fourteenth of the present month. In 1907 tliere was 
no immling at IKiuglas Dark, all of the racing at 
IsniiaTiile lieing at Churchill Downs. In the fall 
of 1!M»K a meeting of eighteen days was given at 
Douglas Dark. .\11 of tlie racing at Louisville simx* 
then has been at Cliurchlll Downs, the owners of 
tlie two tracks dividing the profits under the holding 
agrixMiient. which was not renewed, it is said, lie- 
cause General .Manager John Hacliineister had come 
to the concliisfon that the Douglas Dark Jimkey 
Club was ladiig made to stand too great a share of 
the expense of the improvement of the Churchill 
Ibiwna plant. 

.\s the story goes. Messrs. Long and Camden, re- 
viewing the iiast, and noting the fact tliat Diiiiglas 
Dark had this .vear made applicatliai for the same 
dates that Churchill Downs wanted, were fearful 
that the uianageiuent. if gnuitetl a li(x>ns4>, might 
attempt to create agitation similar to that of six 
years ago. 

.Messrs. Daingt'rfleld and Young, argued, it is said, 
that the owm-rshlp of the Latonia plant and the 
IHniglas Dark plant, while proliably not identical, 
is not dissimilar and has the same general manager. 
If l.atonia, the ipiestion of ownership and niana.g(‘- 
nient to govern, is entitled to a license. Douglas 
Dark nmiuestionabl.v is. .Vgain. tliiriiig the life of 
the iKilding comiaiuy known as tlic Louisville Racing 



.\ssocaton. fhe owners of the Cliurehll Downs plant 
and Hm> Douglas Dark plant were business partners. 
.\s such partners Douglas Dark’s owners received a 
liceii.se thos«‘ live years. The mere fact of dissolv- 
ing the holding company would not deprive Douglas 
Dark of the right to a license. 

'Ilie vote standing two and two at the conclusion 
of the argument. Chairman E. F. Clay voted in the 
attirmative and the license was granted. The fact 
tliat dates were not granttxl to Douglas Dark eannot 
be (xinstrued as a turndown. The Douglas Dark 
people having asked for the same dates that 
Churchill Downs wanted, the latter, being the older 
plant, was given prefereiiee. It is spectied in sec- 
ton tlirix- of the act creatng the commission that 
an.v racing association licensed by the commission 
shall have as many as forty days of racing during 
the year if dt'sired by the owners of the track, and 
it is to be presunied that when the Douglas Dark 
J<H-key CIul asks the commission for a reasonable 
mimlM-r of dates that do not conflict with the dates 
of other tracks they will la* granted. 

The defeat of the rule providing that the commis- 
sion should apiMiint the presiding judge and other 
olticials to act at the different race mei'tings was a 
great surprise and it came alanit In an extraordinary 
wa.v. When the rule was brought up for action 
G«*orge .1. laiiig and J. “N. Camden, after explaining 
their position, voted against the rule and Col. Milton 
Young for it. .Maj. F. .V. Daingerfleld ileclined lo 
vote on the ground, as he privatelj- explained to his 
associates, that his name had been m<“ntioned in 
connix tlcn with the appointment of presiding judge, 
and although iie lieiieved tiie rule would lie in the 
interests of racing, and lie had expressed his ad- 
visuic.v of it long before he bad 1hx*ii nientioned in 
cxii'iMvtion with an apiMiintment, still he could not 
put himself in the isisition of being a isissible bene- 
ficiar.v of tlie legislation in which he tistk part. 

Chairman E. F. Clay, whose i«*t measure this 
nile had been for years, and who liad prepared and 
offered if. as presiding officer failed to vote liecanse 
there was md a tie, and. altliougli he might have 
placed some otlier nicmls*r in the chair until he had 
vided, he declined to violate the usual precedt'iit 
or to go out of his wa.v to elTwt his |M‘rsoiial pur- 
poses. ('.oloiiel Cla.v declared from the chair tin* 
rule defeated by a vote of 2 to 1. ,\ feature of the 

incident also was that .Mr. Camden had ln*en, with 
('•doiiel Claj' and Cliairnian Young, an <ip<‘n and en- 
tliusiastic advocate of Majtir Ihiingerfleld's election 
as presiding judge, ami it was undorstood until 
tmlay tliat lie was in favor of the rule. 

'Ilie racing associations of the state, especially 
those* at Louisville and Latonia. were naturally op'- 
IMised to the rule, preferring to select their own 
racing idlicials. In discussing the matter after the 
iiM*etiiig Messrs. Isuig and Camden stated that they 
had voted against the rule for the reason that 
under tlie present rules the racing officials have 
to Is* approval hy the commission and tliat for it 
to appoint these officials savoreil too much in their 
opinion of tin* commission entering into fhe tletails 
of running the tracks. 

‘•The (ximmission was created to regulate, but not 
to conduct racing,” concluded .Mr. Camden.

MAKES OFFER FOR LATONIA TRACK. 



H. D, Brown Announces That He Has Made a Prop- 
osition to the Tilles-Cella Combination, 



Cincinnati, H.. .March 2o. — That C. A. Tilles and 
Louis C<*lla of .New Y'ork and St. Louis, owners of 
the Latonia and Douglas Dark race tracks, are tin*d 
of racing and want to quit was tlic statement made 
by II. I>. "Curley” Brown, the well-known race 
track promoter, here on Saturday. The statement 
was made when asktxl as to the truth of reisirts 
that ho had offered Captain Tilles $15o,00») for th.* 
Latonia race track. 

"It is true I have made a proposition to them and 
they said they wtaild c.insider It,” .Mr. Brown said. 
"This was several weeks ago. 1 saw Mr. Celia 
twice within the past month in New Y'ork and St. 
Louis, and he told me he was tiretl of the racing 
ganu* in Kentucky and was ready to sell at a rea- 
sonable price. Mr. Tilles spoke In the same vein 
when I saw him in New York oti his n*turn fro:n 
Daris. Neither set*ms dis|Kised to sidl uiiles.s botn 
tracks can bo disposed of in one deal. I would 
natiirall.v prefer Latonia. as this is my home.” 

It was also brought out during the conversation 
that Col. Matt J. Winn, general manager of the 
lauiisville Jockey (dnb. which operates th<* (,'htirchill 
Downs track, has offered to buy Dtaiglas Dark from 
Mr. Celia, but that the price was not attractive.

I.otiis Cella^ said ’.hat he is sure there is nothing in 
tin* re|Mirt that Col. Matt Winn is negotiating for 
the purchase of Douglas Dark.

While viewing Hie inan.v strings tif liorses in active 
preparation for racing, the Ni’wmarket corres|Mindeiit 
of l>imlon Sportsman came across the big Whitney 
band at work .March Itl, and had this to sa.v of tlie 
.ViiH*rican hopes: 

"Joym-r was another early arrival on Side Hill 
ami tiie N«*w Ground, ami as 1 st«">il close to wliere 
hisjiorses started off and pulbxl np as well in the 
nearly circular mile gallop on tin* New Ground. I 
was able to have a good look at the string at clos«* 
quarters. I was pleased to notice tlie great improve 
iiiciit — at least in looks — in such hors<*s as Whisk 
Broom. Borrow. Iron .Ma-k and laidy Hamburg, 
which had 11 good mile gallop following a similar 
spin by All Gold. Sundriun. Ilindcrs and .Martha 
II. colt. -Ml stnale along at gisxl half sp<*ed or 
tietter, and when they pulled up I was imrtictilarly 
struck with tlie great iniproveiucnt shown by Iron 
.\iask, which has tilled out into a ver.v hamisonie 
<-olupact horse, well mus<-led up everywhere ami 
without an.v of tin* exi'itabilil.v he exhibited last 
year. He 'l<s>ks tiow qiiile a staid horse. Whisk 
Broom, too. to the eye seems itl quite hard and for- 
ward condition at prcs»*nt. Nor can any fault Is* 
found witli the others, including Borrow, .Ml Gobi 
and iiuudrlau, and I xhall be greatly burprisvd if 



those horses do not win plenty of gootl races for the 
.\nierii-an stalde in the coming season. Joyner said 
to me yesterda.v that he was depending more on his 
two-year-olds for his succes.ses this year and" they 
certalnl.v are such a gratid-hsiking lot (more especi- 
ally the txilts) that* one can well understand their 
trainer being opliniistic as to tlieir future. He had 
only a bateh of two-.vear-ohl fillies out with his 
first string yesterday, but there were some capital 
movers amongst them. One that struck me particu- 
larly was a brown tilly of the St. Simon type and 
Joyner told me she was liy Deter I'an out of Royal 
Rose (therefore half-sister to Iron .Mask). If she 
cannot race she will certainly belle her looks and 
style of galloping.”

El Daso, Tex., March 2f>. — The winter meeting of 
the Jockey Flub Juarez came to a close yesterday In 
brilliant fashion. The biggest crowd of the si*iisou 
wended its way across the Rio Grande to pay linal 
honreage to the tlioroughbred and were rewarded by 
spirited and intcus<*ly interesting sport. 

The meeting which has just ended will go down 
into history as marking an epoch in .Mexicah racing. 
During the two preceding seasons the stockholders 
of the .Jockey Flub Juarez were callcil uimn to n>ei*t 
heavy deficits as a result of the attempt to establish 
bigli class racing in Mexico. They did so without 
flinching ami without attempting to siiirk an.v of 
their obligations to the horsemen who had cast in 
their lot with them.
